This spirit is daily manifesting itself more and more 
Benerally amongst us, and, in its results, is daily more and 
More approving itself fruitful of good. By it, the vast river 
is spanned with the mighty arch. By it, from the bowels of 
the earth, is brought its mineral wealth; it has bridged the 
Atlantic with steam-boats; and by its railroads it has half 
annihilated time and distance, carrying the civilisation of 
Cities to the remotest parts of the country,

Such are some of its fruits ; and having proved its capacity 
to acquire so many unexpected triumphs, it is hard to say 
What will be the bounds of its future success. 

It is not, however, in conquering physical difficulties that, 
in all probability, we shall find the most decisive evidence of 
the value of the associative spirit. Its moral and intellec- 

tual consequences are those which entitle it the most ob- 
Viously to our grateful appreciation. Rightly considered, it 
is as much the cause as the effect of civilisation ; and, with- 
Out its influence, civilisation could not exist in any very 
high degree. You must bring men together if you would 
Tefine their sympathies and educate their minds. “ Не who

says a scholastic aphorism, “is either 

an angel or a devil.” 

and a great deal besides. 

A perception of these truths has begun to dawn upon 
our agriculturists; they have at length discovered that their 
real strength will be increased and their true interests con- 
sulted by their mutual co-operation. Тһе associative spirit 
which created towns and cities has, until lately, dwelt in 
them too exclusively, and we truly rejoice to see that its 
beneficent operation has begun already to extend itself 
beyond their walls. It has begun to pervade classes who 
have not hitherto been subject to its influence; it has 
crowded the streets of Southampton with the farmers 
and landowners of the southern and midland counties of 
England, and brought into desirable contact the various in- 
terests occupied in the production of wealth. The result 
cannot fail to be beneficial, not only to those immediately 
interested in agricultural operations, but even to the public 
at large. The stimulus which all such assemblies commu- 
nicate to the public mind, is of itself worth much; but this is 
by no means the most valuable fruit reasonably to be 
counted on. The Royal Agricultural Society of England 
propose to themselves objects as admirable as any to which 
human labours have been directed. 

With as much justice as eloquence has it been observed, 
that Cæsar benefited Italy by introducing the chesnut from 
Sardis, far more than ever he did by his conquests. With- 
out acceding to all the consequences that Quesnai and his 
school—the French economists — deduced from their great 
principle, there is no reason to doubt that that principle is, 
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wealth.” We know well the fate of all 
mere trading nations—those nations who- pro- 
duce nothing, but exhaust their skill and enterprises in 
commercial pursuits. Carthage in the ancient times, and 
Holland, the Carthage of the modern world, are striking in- 
stances of the insufficient basis on which rests the greatness 
and prosperity of the greatest and most prosperous of “ carry- 
ing” nations. 

Seeing, then, the inadequacy of trade by itself to sustain 
the fabric of political greatness, it behoves us, in every way, 
to the extent of our power, to encourage and support the 
productive industry of the country, and most especially that 
which assures us the due enjoyment of the fruits of the 
earth. We hail with gladness the exertions of the Royal 
Agricultural Society, because we hail in them the com- 
mencement of a new era in the annals of British agri- 
culture. 

The great want hitherto has been the lack of intercom- 
munication amongst the farmers. They have known too 
little and seen too little of each other. They have not 
enjoyed the benefit of that communication of experience, 
which in every other pursuit so signally benefits its pro- 
secutors. The Royal Agricultural Society is rapidly re- 
dressing this evil, and the result of its exertions cannot fail 
to exalt to a yet higher degree of excellence than it has 
hitherto attained, the character of the British farmer. 

Considered politically, socially, and morally, it is impossible 
to over-rate the benefits derivable from the exertions of this 
excellent society. We can appeal to the exhibitions now

open at Southampton, to prove that it has borne fruits — 
that it has contributed materially to the accomplishment of 
the purposes it was intended to accomplish. 

No loftier object could the most ambitious of politicians 
propose to himself than the augmentation of those resources, 

' which agricultural pursuits can yield us. 

“ Speed the plough” then is our motto. The shuttle is a 
mighty implement. The fortunes of the world have been 
changed by the steam-engine ; but still it is the plough that 
feeds the man — the plough is the true bread-winner — it 
has been the plough that has been the conqueror, whenever 
those foul fiends that haunt the unhappy, famine, destitution, 
nakedness, and their hideous sisters, have been conquered. 
We say then “ speed the plough ” — with it you are great — 
without it feeble. With it, now you may, as you have 
always done as yet, defy the world. Once surrender this 
right arm of your power, and your power will speedily 
desert you. “Не who wants bread,” says Harrington, “ is 
his servant who will feed him.”

SUDBURY DISFRANCHISEMENT. — This day counsel were heard at the 
bar against the Sudbury Disfranchisement Bill,and also against the Ac- 
tions for Gaming Suspension Bill, which latter went through committee 
and was reported without amendments. — The Lorp CHANCELLOR then 
moved the second reading of the Sudbury Disfranchisement Bill, which 
he contended was necessary as an example to others, and a just punish- 
ment toa borough which was so hopelessly corrupt. — око BrouGHaM 
supported the Biil, which was read a second time. 

The Cou ty Coroners Bill was passed through committee. 

CHARITABLE Тиовтз.-- The LORD CHANCELLOR moved the second 
reading of the Charitable Trusts Bill. — The Віѕнор of Lonvon approved 
of the principle of the Bill, but hoped that the Noble and Learned Lord 
would not pass it through committee during the present session, as there 
was not sufficient time to consider the details of a measure of such great 
importance, and nearly the whole of the b-nch of bishops were absent in 
the country in the discharge of their duties. — Lorp WROTTESLEY ex- 
pressed his approval of the Bill, and regretted that it had not been brought 
forward earlier in the session. — LORD CAMPBELL also supported the Bill 
as a great im, rovement іп the law relating to small charitable trusts. He 
suggested the propriety of referring the Bill to a select committee, — The 
LORD CHANCELLOR said the course he proposed to asopt was to have the 
Biil read a second time, and committed, for the purpose of receiving sug- 
gestions, so as to make the Bill as perfect as possible ; atter which, its 
further procedure would depend upon the state of the sessions. — The 
Bishop of Lonpon objected to its b ing committed in the absence of the 
bishops, from whom only it was likely that suggestions would be received. 
— The ВП was then read a sec. nd time. 

CHARITABLE BEQUESTS (IRELAND).— The Charitable Bequests (Ire- 
land) Bill was read a third time, LORD MONTEAGLE declaring, on the part 
of himself and his friends around him, on the opposition benches, that 
Ministers were entitled to great praise for the pains they had taken to 
render this Biil as perfect as possible, in which they had so far succeeded, 
that he believed it would not be fairly objected to as not being equitable 
and impartial. ‘They were also entitied to great credit for the courage 
they displayed in the announcement of their comprehensive views respect- 
ing ша college of Maynooth and education in Ireland. — The Bill then 
passed. 

REPEAL oF CATHOLIC PENALTIES. — Lord BEAUMONT moved the com- 


mittal of the Roman Catholic Penalties Repeal Bill. — T'he BISHOP of 


Lonpon opposed the Bill, which went, іп his Opinion, 
establishing Popish supremacy in this Кіпра. He deprecated the dis- 
cussion of the measure in the absence of the bishops, who меге е 
legally-constituted guardians of the religion of the country. He moved 
that the Bill should be committed that day three months. — Lorp Beav-

— At the буе o'clock sitting, Lory 
ASHLEY moved an address to the Crown, praying her Majesty.to take into 
her consideration the report of the Metropolitan Commissioners іп 
Lunacy ѓо the Lord Chancellor, and presented to the House of Со · mons 
by command of her Majesty. — Sır J. GRAHAM said that the Noble Lord 
deserved the thanks of the country for the attention he devoted to this 
subject, which was one of great importance. He quite concurred in the 
benevolent o ject he had in view towards the most unfortunate class of 
the community, and assured him that the matter should be taken under 
the consideration of the Government. He hoped he would not press his 
motion to а division. — Mr. SHEIL said that the Noble Lor. had estab- 
lishe a new title of nobility, and made humanity another Shaftesbury 
characteristic. — Mr. WAKLeY expressed his gratification at the declara- 
tion of Sir James Gr-ham, that the subject would be taken up by the 
Government, and said that the curative process would be much more suc- 
cessful if resorted to when the first sympto:ns of insanity presented them- 
selves; but slight uneasiness іп the head and pains in the forehead were 
generally disregarded until more contirmed symptoms of insanity were 
superinduced. — Lorn Ешот said the state of pauper and criminal luna- 
tics in Ireland had attracted the attention of the Government, and some 
steps upon the s bject would be taken at an eariy period. — After some 
observations from Мг. Wysg, Mr. V. ӛмітн, Mr. J Davies, Mr. Hawes, 
Mr. S. O’Brien, the CHANCELLOR’ of the EXCBEQUER, and other Hon. 
Members, LORD AsHLEY $ ій he felt the highest gratification at the man- 
ner in which his motion had been received by Sir James Graham, and 
should therefore withdraw his motion. 

GUERNSEY. — Мг. Т. Duncombe then moved for copies of all dispatches 
and correspondence that have passed between the Government and the 
Lieutenant Governor of Guernsey, from the Istday of April until the pre- 
sent time. His object was to enable the Government to give some ex- 
planation of the cause which led to the recent transmission of troops to 
that island. — Sir J. Granam regretted the differences which nad аг:ѕеп 
between the governor and some of the inhabitants of Guernsey. There 
could be no doubt of the loyalty of the inhabitants of the island generally, 
but he believed that there was a plot to take away the life of the lieute- 
nant-governor оп the occasion of the celebration о! her Majesty’s birth- 
day. Ап inquiry was instituted, and the result led him to the belief he 
had stated. Legal proceedings arising out of these transactions were 
still pending, and һе the:efore felt that the papers ought not to be pro- 
duced. — Мг. Т. Duncombe said that, under these circumstances, he 
would not press his motion to a division. The motion was then with- 
drawn. 

QUARANTINE Laws. — Dr. Вомвіхс then called the attention of the 
House to the state of the quarantine laws. and the necessity and security 
of great modifications therein. Мг. GLADSTONE said it was the duty of the 
Government to introduce every possible relaxation, but so as not to alarm 


foreign nations. Our system was already more liberal than the French or 
Austrian, but he was in hopes that before the next meeting of Parliament 
something would be doue, as the subject had excited the attention of 


foreign powers. 


Tue TREATY oF Sr. PererssurGH.— Мг. Wawn then moved for а 


statement of the equivalent advantages, if any, which have been granted 
to British navigation by the Russian government in consideration of the 


exemptions conceded by her Majesty’s Government to Russian ships, by 


the second separate article of the treaty of St. Petersburgh, of the 11th day 
of January, 1843, which reserves to Russian vessels “ the exemption from 
navigation dues during the first three years, which is enjoyed by vessels 
built in Russia and belonging to Russian subjects.’ Мг. GLADSTONE said 
іс would not be wise оп the part of our ship-owners to create too curivus 
a scrutiny of the mutually reciprocal privileges extended to our com- 
merce as compared with those we conceded. Russia had, however, 


granted us the equivalent of admitting British ships from the ports of 


other countries into Russia upon the same terms as if they came from 
British ports, a privilege which this country had not conceded to Russian 
shipping. He did not believe any case of grievance had occurred, and he 
would therefore abstain from discu-sing the general merits of the treaty. 
After short discussion the motion was withdrawn. 

Mr. O’ DRISCOLL. — Mr. Ross moved that an humble address be pre- 
sented to her Majesty, praying forthe removal of Mr. ALEXANDER O’ Dris- 
CULL from the commission of the peace. Тһе Houourable Member went 
over the facts of the cise, and с ntended that the conduct of Mr. O’Dris- 
COLL was such as to render him uuworthy to occupy a seat ou the magis- 
terial bench. Mr. Ditton Browne seconded the motion. - Lord ELIOT 
said, that when an Honourable Member ca led upon the House to address 
her Majesty upon a matter within the prerogative of the Crown, for the 
purpose of removing a magistrate appointed by the keeper of the royal 
conscience, he ought to be able to prove that the appointment was the 
result of corruption. He #dmitted the actions of Mr. O’Driscouu were 
indefensible, though he believed them to be much exaggerated ; but still 
they were so improper that the Lord Chancellor ot Ireland іе. it his duty 
to remove him from the commis-ion. He was subsequ-ntly restored, in 
consequence of a memoria! sent to the Lord Chancellor, signed by 2900 
persons, praying for his restoration. Мг. M.O’FERRALL contended that 
ho grounds had been shown by the Noble Lord for Мг. O'DRISCOLL’S 
restoration, for it was to be remembered that a great portion of the evils 
of Ireland was to be attributed to mal-administration of justice, and in so 
gross a case, therefore, lenity should not have been exercised. Sik JAMES 
GRAHAM was of оріп:оп that the conduct of Мг. O'Driscou. was inde- 
fensible, but both his removal and restoration were purely judicial acts, 
into which political con-iderations had по place. ‘he real question was 
whether Sir EDWARD SUGDeN had acted from pure motives; and if so, 
he trusted that the House would not cast a ceusure upon him by agreeing 
Mr. Suet contended that the Lord 
Chancellor could not have been altoge. her without political motives, when

No 
money was taken or authorised to be taken for aliowing people to come on 
the pier. Witness was оп the pier at the time of the accident, and on 
running forward saw the people in the water. The bridge was quite 
strong enough to embark and disembark passengers, but not to allow such 
a number of persons to stand оп it. He had warned them of danger only 
five minutes before ; but it was of no use. He believed that all who fell 
into the wat-r was through the breaking of the bridge, and that there was 
at least forty fellin. He rescued two himself. Вуа juror.—The bridge is 
six feet wide and thirty-six feet long, and had uprights with rails on either 
side, and was strengthened by iron straps or cross pieces. Thecost of the 
bridge was 20/. I never saw so great a number of persons at a rowing- 
maten as оп that occasion. The people were on the pier against my con- 
sent. William Thorrington proved that he рі Кез up the body of the 
deceased child, Amelia Munday, that morning, off Hetheringion’s Wharf, 
close to the bridge. It was much br-ised about the head. He had no 
doubt it came into the water through the accident. 

The coroner here suggested ап adjournment, as there was по real 
evidence to prove that the deceased. s death was caused by the occurrence. 
After some discussion, it was ultimately decided that an adjournment 
until seven o’clock should take place. 

On the re-assembling of the jury at seven o’clock, in consequence of the 
large number of persons anxious to be present at the proceeding:, it was 
found necessary to remove the court to a more capacious room, and the 
adjourned sitting took place at the parochial school house, Church-entry, 
Blackfriars. 

Francis Underwood, a lad 15 езгі of age, residing at 35. Water Lane, 
Blackfriars, was first called, and proved having seen the deceased Amelia 
Munday on the bridge half an hour before the acc dent happened, where 
she remained to see the rowing match. Mr. Francis Hutchinson, surgeon, 
of Farringdon Street, deposed that he had examined the body of the de- 
ceased Amelia Munday. She was much bruised about the face, which he 
thought was caused prior to death, but from all the circumstances he con- 
sidered the death was caused by drowning. George Hodges said he had 
examined the bridge some months ago, and it was then іп рой condition, 
being made of good Dantzic timber. A portion of the bridge was here 
produced, and it appeared strong and sound. George Casson, city police- 
man 339, was on duty at the time of the accident, which he considered was 
caused by so lar,e а number of people being on the bridge. The witness 
added that he believed the bridge Was ro teu, and not fit for any one to 
walk over. There being no other witnesses summoned, by direction of 
the coroner any one who desired to give evidence was directed to come 
forward. Henry Reynolds, of 20. Whitmore Road, Hoxton, then deposed 
that he was on the barges at the time of the accident. Just at the moment 
it took place a gun was fired as a signal for the boats at the rowing match 
to take their stations (о start. Tis caused a great rush of people on to 
the bridge. By the coroner. — I should say that not more than twenty 
persons have been saved out of about thirty immersed in the water. 

The coroner having proceeded at great length to address the jury on 
the melancholy nature of the case, and alter some discussion the jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘ Accidental Death, accompanying it with a recom- 
mendation to the civic autborities to adopt measures for preventing 
childreu and others going on to the pier, and to prevent children playing 
on the steps of the өгійке. The cases of the other sufferers were ad- 
journed in consequence of the late hour at which the first was brought to 


a close. 
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NUME 4 ACCIDENTS ON TH iR 7 
ROUS FATAL LIVES LOST. E RIVER.—SEVEN 

On Sunday night last no fewer than four accidents, attended with a loss 
of human lite, happened on the river Thames, the particulars of which 
will be found in the subjoined summary of the whole of the facts. The 
one of the most painful and distressing character occurred between the 
hours of ten and eleven o'clock abreast of the Archbishop of Canterbury’s 
palace, to a party of five, who were returning from atrip up to Richmond. 
From the statements of the survivors, two youths named Henry luckton 
and Alfred M‘Evoy, it appears that on their return they stopped at the 
Red House, Battersea, where they partook of some slight retreshinents, 
and continued their course towards Hungerford Market, where they had 
engaged the cutter, Mr. Thwaltes, a brother-in-law of Mr. Lye, a master 
tailor, of Great Pulteney Street, taking charge of the rudder, and the re- 
mainder, viz., his son John, another young man whose name is at present 
unknown, and the survivors, pulling. Оп nearing Lambeth Church, 
keeping the middle of the stream, they observed a steamer in their wake, 
and being close upon them шу pulled towards the Middlesex shore, in 
order to get out of her way. Very few Minutes had elapsed before the 
whole of the party were suddenly precipitated into the water, by the cutter 
running into a barge moored in the roadsted, with such force as to almost 
shiver it in two, showing that the unfortunate persons had their attention 
directed to the approach of the steamer more than to where they were 
going. For some time their piteous cries of ** Help ” could be heard from 
both shores for a considerable distance, but in consequence of the lateness 
of the evening a lengthened period elapsed ere boats were put off to their 
assistance. М“Еуоу managed, as the boat went from under him, to grasp 
at an iron ring that hung over the barge, and Tuckton was afterwards 
picked up, floating on the 0010010 of the cutter, by a waterman, and taken 
ashore to the Brown Bear public-house, in a greaily exhausted condiiion. 
Of Mr. Thwaites, his son, avd the stranger, nothing was seen afterwards, 
and their cannot be а doubt but that they perished almost at the moment 
of the occurrence. Mr. Thwaites was a widower, and has left a family to 
deplore his loss. Up toa late hour last evening none of the bodies had 
been recovered. А 

Just about the same period as the above took place, another fatal acci- 
dent occurred within two or three hundred yards from the spot, higher 
up the river, to a skiff containing seven persons, on their return from 
Putney. It seems that on their arriving off Millbank their craft came too 
near a barge, and one of them, named Wnite, got up, and was in the act 
of pushing her off, when he overbalanced himseif, and fell headformost 
iuto the river. Another of the party Immediately attempted to catch hold 
of White as the poor fellow was sinking, and he accidently fell overboard 
also. ‘he remainder, who according to all accounts were in liquor, suc- 
ceeded, by the help ef a scull, in rescuing the latter, avd on their direct- 
ing their attention to White he was found to have disappeared, and had 
un ortunately perished. The body has not, as yet, been found. 

Тһе third happened on board the Nymph, Woolwich steamer, іп 
Bugby’s Hole, near Blackwall pier, whilst on her passage to London, to 
an interesting little girl, named Clarke, as it was understood, eight years 
of age, and which caused the most painful excitement amongst the pas- 
sengers that crowded the vessel. She had been down to Woolwich in 
company with her parents, and on returning, it is said, in playing about, 
she acciventally fell overboard from the gangway, which was пос properly 
fastened, and before the steamer could oring up the little innocent had 
sunk. It is, however, only right to state that the captain and crew con- 
sidered that the child had, in play, withdrawn the bolt, and thus caused 
its own death. У Я 

Тһе other fatal accident, making the fourth, happened to the mate of a 
collier, off Rotherhithe. He had been Spending the evening with some 
friends in Ratcliff, and was about returning on board his ship, when he 
unhappily missed his hold, and tell into the Thames, aud the draught of 
water carrying him under some barges, he was пеуег seen afterwards 
and, of course, was drowned. ; During the evening, another man lost his 
life under somewhat similar circumstances, and his body was speedily re- 
covered, and now lies in Wapping мог» house. 
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MURDER NEAR STRATFORD-UPON- Avon, —- Great excitement 
has been caused during the week in Stratford-upon- Avon by а 
report of the discovery of a murder committed more than 
eighteen months ago at Binton Bridge, near Stratford. ‘Thomas 
Knight, one of the parties concerned, has made а voluntary 
confession, from which it appears that three men, named 
‘Thomas Careless, Badenham, and ‹‹ Sam,” had been drinking 
ata public- house, when a Jew pedlar was present. On the 
Jew leaving the house they followed him to the bridge, knocked 
him down, and took away his box. He cried out, and offered 
them 54. to spare his life, but they beat him until he was in- 
sensible ; and then, having torn away а large stone from the 
bridge, they tied it with a pitch rope round his body, and threw 
him into the deep water. Persons have been employed in 
dragging the river, and it is said that on Friday the drag 
caugnt against а hard substance, which іє could not bring up, 
but that on a man diving to the bottom of the water he found

Солі Pits ох Fire. — The subterranean fire which has for 
some time seriously alarmed every person interested in the 
welfare and prosperity of this and the adjoining mintral dis- 
tricts, has been at leng-h, with much labour and difficulty, sub- 
dued, so that the men were enabled to resume their accustomed 
employment on Tuesday last. The large open cut, commenced 
for the purpose of driving ahead of the fire, was completed on 
the 12th ult., but owing to the great discharge of carbonic acid 
gas from one of the old stalls, the men were obliged to discon- 
tinue their operations, although working in the open air. To 
obviate this difficulty, another powerful ventilating furnace was 
erected over an old air pit, communicating with one of the cross 
headings immediately over the fire. By these means the cut 
was soon cleared of the life-destroying effuvium, and іп a few 
hours the men struck into the level, and there beheld the un- 
ruly monster which had hitherto baffled all their energy and 
perseverance. No time was to be lost; walls of brick and 
mortar, with a division of clay, were immediate'y ordered to be 
constructed, so as to intercept its further progress, and effec- 
tually drown the workings with water whenever it could be 
plentifully obtained. A large supply of water was turned in 
on Wednesday morning, but it is doubtful whether it will prove 
effectual to extinguish the fire. Irom the commencement of 
this unfortunate accident, not a day, or even an hour, has been 
lost, and every person engaged on this arduous operation ap- 
peared to vie with each other in subduing the fire, and all praise 
is due to them for their arduous attention, their unwearied 
exertion, and extraordinary perseverance. Within the last four 
weeks nearly 5000 cubical yards of earth have been removed. 
It may be remarked that, with the exception of the melancholy 
loss of human life, foran unfortunate occurrence, it has turned 
out far less disastrous than might have been apprehended ; for 
had the fire been ahead of the cut, it is very much ques- 
tioned whether it would have been conquered at all; and if 
such had not been the case, it would have soon communicated 
with the old workings in the mines, and the consequences 
would have been extremely calamitous, Previously to re- 
suming employment the coal works were surveyed by one of 
the agents and six colliers; and, as a demonstrative proof of 
the deadly influence of this gas, it was found that rats, which 
had formerly enjoyed their secure retreat, were observed in 
great numbers lying dead on the roads and in the stalls. It is 
now confidently asserted that the workmen need be under no 


further apprehension. The damages are estimated to be und

the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death” in each case, and 
added an opinion that there was no blame to be attached to the pier pro- 
prietors.

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FATAL ACCIDENT АТ BLACK- 
FRIARS’ BRIDGE — MANY 
LIVES LOST. 


About a quarter to eight 
o’clock on Monday evening, an 
accident of a most appalling 
nature took place at the steam- 
boat pier, Blackfriars’ Bridge. 
It appears that some boats were 
about to start in a race from the 
opposite shore, and a crowd of 
gazers, principally composed of 
nursery maids апа children, 
crowded to the steps which de- 
scend to the river, and filled up 
the floating pier, which at the 
best was never very secure, in 
such a way as to prevent, in a 
great degree, the ingress and 
egress of passengers. The per- 
sons whose duty it was to keep 
the passage clear found the task 
utterly impossible, and the pier 
became crowded to excess. The 
tide had descended two or three 
feet, and began to run down 
rather rapidly, when the timbers 
which sustained the pier, and 
which had for a considerable 
time past been exposed to the 
action of the tide’s ebb and flow, 
suddenly gave way, and accord- 
ing to the most moderate cal- 
culation, upwards of twenty 
persons were precipitated into 
the river. Several scrambled 
out as they could, but accord- 
ing to the statement of an old 
waterman who witnessed the 
melancholy event, the rush of 
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— were recognised as the child- 
ren of Mr. Васа a butcher 
in Newgate Market. The fourth 
was the body of a woman as yet 
unclaimed, who appears to have 
been about thirty-six or thirty- 
eight years of age. On being 
taken to the Glaziers’ Arms, 
every effort to restore animation 
was resorted to, but without 
effect. Mr. Hutchinson, of Far- 
ringdon Street, one of the sur- 
geons to the Humane Society, 
was promptly in attendance, but 
owing to the hurry and con- 
fusion caused by the accident, 
the bodies had been too long 
submerged to present any hope 
of restoration. 

The bridge and the vicinity 
presented a scene of painful ex- 
citement such as we never be- 
fore witnessed. Mothers were 
running wildly in every direc- 
tion calling out for their child- 
ren, each expecting momentarily 
to hear of her own bereave- 
ment. Others made rapidly 
towards their homes to see if all 
were safe, whilst here and there, 
on and about the vicinity of the 
bridge, some spectator of the 
sad event, who had barely escaped 
the calamity, was detailing with 
painful circumstantiality all that 
he or she had witnessed, scarcely 
conscious, in the turn of the 
tale, of the interest which it 
excited. Тһе most painful

CAPTAIN WARNER'S px. 
PERIMENT AT BRIGHTON 
WITH THE NEW pr. 
STRUCTIVE POWER, 


It being generally understood that 
Captain Warner wason Saturday to 
put to the test, off the beach of 
Brighton, his alleged power of de- 
stroying ships at sea, completely 
and instantaneously, immense num- 
bers of persons proceeded from 
London to witness the experiment. 
By the train which left town at half 
past eight the number of Passengerg 
could not have been less than 500, 
while the several succeeding trains 
were also crowded to an unusual 
extent. As early as twelve o'clock 
the Steine, which, as many of our 
readers are aware, extends nearly 
two miles along the sea-side, pre- 
sented a scene of unwonted ani- 
mation and bustle. Thousands ot 
pedestrians were seen walking 
about, and eagerly looking in the 
direction of Shoreham — five or six ТИЙЇЇ її 

miles off—for the vessel on which jp 4 
the interesting experiment was to 

be made. The beach was also 
crowded with fashionable equipages, 
while all the vehicles which were to 
be let in Brighton seemed to have 
been engaged for the occasion. The 
crowd increased until two o'clock, 
at which time many expected that 
the experiment would be made, 
Never, we will venture to Say, did 
Brighton before present so exciting 
an appearance as it didatthat hour.

The progress of 
the ship, which. it ought to be mentioned, is three-masted, strongly built, 
and of 300 tons burden, was watched with the most intense interest. About 
fifteen minutes беѓоге six, the steamer which had towed the ship from Shore- 
ham made a pause, and returned to the ship about to be destroyed, The 
other steamer was about a quarter of а mile behind the John of Gaunt. 
The first steamer having returned for a few seconds to the vessel, quitted 
her, and proceeded in the same course as before. The vessel and the 
steamer were soon abont a mile out in the sea, as near as might be opno- 
site to the Old Ship Tavern. А little farther to the westward is the 
battery. where Lord 'ngestre, Captain Henderson, R.N., Captain Breton, 
R.N., and Captain Dickenson, R.N., had stationed themselves for the 
purpose of giving the signal when the ship should be blown up. This they 
distinctly declared was left entirely to themselves, without having had any 
concert or understanding with Captain Warner. When the first steamer 
had got abont fifty yards ahead of the vessel, the Noble Lord and the three 
gallant officers whose names have just been mentioned, gave the signal, 
which was the hoisting of the union jack. In a moment afterwards an 
immense cloud, seemingly of smoke of an unusually white complexion, 
but really of spray, was seen to ascend from the vessel. In a few seconds, 
indeed, she seemed to be enveloped in a cloud of smoke, the only part of 
her visible being her mainmast, Іп а moment more, for it was literally 
the work of amoment, the main and mizen masts were seen to fall over 
the vessel into the sea. A few seconds more, and a rumbling sort of noise, 
which it is difficult to describe, was heard to proceed from the ship, and 
ere yet the sound had died on the ear the vessel was a complete wreck. 
She went almost instantaneously to pieces, no trace of her being visible 
but the top ofher foremast. The spectators were not only astonished but 
astounded at what they saw. They could scarcely believe the evidence of 
their eyes, that so fine a vessel —one which but ten or twelve seconds 
before was riding majestically on the waves — should have been totally 
destroyed. The instantaneous completeness of the destruction seemed to 
indicate something magical Under other circumstances, loud cheers 
would have doubtless burst from the vast assemblage. But they were too 
much confounded by what had so rapidly passed before their eyes to give 
a single shout. It was some time before many of them could exchange 
words with the friends who stood beside them. We conversed with 
gentlemen of great naval experience —men who had seen ships blown up 
and destroyed under all circumstances, and by every variety of means — 
and all of them concurred in saying, that. no agency ever brought to bear 
in this way can stand a moment’s comparison with that of Captain War- 
ner: which, after what they witnessed, they could not but regard as pos- 
sessing in some respects an almost omnipotent power. Nothing, certainly, 
ever constructed by the hand of man could resist the agency which on 
Saturday produced such destructive effects. 

The fact to be illustrated in the experiment of Saturday is the power 
which a vessel containing the projectiles of Captain Warner could have 
over other shins which might be chasing her. Captain Warner wished to 
prove that if a ship of war were nearly falling into the hands of the enemy, 
either because not a sufficiently fast sailer, or not able to defend herself, 
she would only have to use his projectiles to insure the immediate de- 
struction of that ship, or of several ships. If what he did on Saturday 
could alwavs he done with infallible certainty, there cannot be a doubt 
that all that Captain Warner says of his discovery is true. 

Оп this point, however, we express no opinion We have no idea how 
far Captain Warner’s acency could be made available in actual w rfare 
with a rival power. That must be left to the decision of competent 
judges after due inquiry. The question in every body’s mouth is, by what 
agency Captain Warner produces such wonderful results. That, we be- 
lieve, is known only to Captain Warner himself; and if he be wise he will 
keep the secret until he has the reward of his genius in his pocket. But 
though nothing definite is known as to the mode of operation, there is no 
lack of conjectures on the subject. Some persons fancied they could dis- 
cover, by mears of a glass, a rope which communicated the steam-vessel 
in which Captain Warner and his friends were to the ship destined to de- 
struction. We cannot contradict this, because we had no glass; but cer- 
tainly nothing of the kind was visible to the naked eye. The prevailing 
opinion among scientific men was that the work of destruction had been 
done by means of an electrical battery. Others contend that the ship was 
destroyed by means of a line connected with a trigver, and that when this 
trigger is pulled a concussion takes place which shakes the ship to pieces. 
There is a third class of persons who are equally confident that a case, 
about three feet square, containing the materials by which such wonderful 
results are produced, is placed along the ship, and that the contents being 
by some means or other exploded, instantaneous'y shivers the vessel in 
pieces. But all this, as already remarked, is mere conjecture. The ex- 
periment of Saturday is only one of a series which Captain Warner means 
to make, having for their object to prove that he possesses the knowledge 
of a source of naval power which would destroy an entire fleet at once. 
The present experiment has been made at his own and his private friends’ 
expence ; but he is now to apply to Government for the necessary means 
to enable him to make the experiments. 

Another writer says : — More than an hour was passed in the removing 
from the ship cordage and other stores which were not necessary for the 
experiment, and in raising and detaching the anchor and cables. This 
was a slow process, and unintelligible to the majority of the spectators, 
who resolutely held up their glasses, which gleamed in the sunshine like 
files of musketry, until they became fatigued, and impatiently wondered 
what in the world Captain Warner and his people could be about. Lord 
Brougham undisguisedly expressed his suspicion that the affair would end 
in nothing but smoke, and there would be no explosion. “ You never in- 
tended to do it,” said he to one of Captain Warner’s friends. “ Is it not 
extraordinary,” he asked, “ that with a fair wind and two steam-boats, 
they cannot bring the ship up that short distance ?? But every one is not 
so rapid in his movements as the Noble and Learned Lord; who, it must 
be admitted, was only giving utterance to the general feeling. But the 
fact was that there were not hands enough employed to do the work 
ачіск!у. Lord Brougham said he should go, and he would have gone, but 
just then Lord Ingestre called out that the ship was in motion This was 
about буе o’clock ; but the tow-line had not yet been attached, and the 
vessel swung round and was drifting away with the tide towards Shore- 
ham. Shortly afterwards, however, her retrograde movement was ob- 
served to receive a check, and the immediate appearance of a rope reach- 
ing from her bow to the Sir William Wallace, which was ahead, indicated 
that at last her tardiness in going to the place of execution would be 
overcome. 5 

‘I'he expression on the countenances of the multitude generally seemed 
to say — What was it? An illusion? A dream? A magical trick? A 
work of destruction ғо sudden, so frightful, so stupendous, appeared im- 
possible for a moment even to the thousands and tens of thousands who 
witnessed it. It was like an awful mystery. ‘There were none of the 
ordinary circumstances which accompany similar catastrophes. There 
was no smoke; there was no fire; there was no noise, save the low groan 
of the rending timbers, and the succeeding hush of the waters as they 
rolled over the instantaneous wreck ; and then arose a melancholy feeling, 
for it was impossible to prevent the imagination depicting the terrific 

effects of such an explosion on a peopled ship, thus silently and sudd: nly 
perishing. To convey the effect in words is difficult— extremely difficult. 
Language is inadequate for the description ; Jt cannot flow fast enough, 
and a single sentence is too long to te! the tale. It was like a dissolving 
view. At oneinstant you see the tall ship riding proudly on the waves; 
at the next she is enveloped in the elements of her perdition ; another 
moment only, and her shattered limbs are engulfed in the deep! 

Many a one loitered on the shore, pondering over a sight more wonder- 
ful than any they had beheld before, however strange. 1 was the only 
topic of conversation with high and low, gentle and rude. Several persons 
went off in boats, to have a closer inspection of the grave of the luckless 
vessel. Тһе boatmen picked up fragments of the débris, which they 
hawked about the town, and sold as relics to the curious. During the 
night the greater portion of the wreck was carried away, and on the fol- 
lowing morning nothing could be seen but the foremast Standing a little 
above the water.

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ROYAL COMPANY OF ARCHERS, SCOTLAND. 

On Tuesday, the 16th inst., the Royal Company of Scotch 
Archers, revived the old custom of the “ Wappenshaw.” Тһе 
place selected for the exhibition was in the valiey between 
Arthur’s Seat and Salisbury Crags. A more appropriate spot, 
says a Scotch cotemporary, could scarcely have been selected.

he gets in where he can, and does like the rest of the crew 
when he is there.” 

We fear there is little sincerity or genuineness in all this 
affected declamation about the reductions in the navy and the 
Algerine possessions in France. Would it were otherwise ; 
for, if we hope to maintain our commerce and to preserve 
our superiority on the seas, we must be able to make a better 
show of strength than the state of our navy will enable us 
to do at present. For a like reason we ought to resist every 
approach to the design, so long cherished in Paris and 
Toulon, of making the Mediterranean a French lake. Itis, 
indeed, now too late to insist upon the French relinquishing 
Algiers; but there was time to have done so іп 1830 and 
1831. Lorp PALMERSTON knows who then managed our 
Foreign Affairs, and LorD PALMERSTON equally well knows 
why France was permitted, without remonstrance, to esta- 
blish herself in the Algerine territory.

know if his wife was really in custody, and he replied that she was, and 
that she should accompany him to the station-house. Witness then heard 
something about a lost child, there being a child standing in the crowd at 
the time, but he did not ask the defendant why his wite was in custody, 
ара he appealed to his sympathy on her behalf, pointing out that she was 
far gone in the family way, surrounded by her four children, of which he 
took no notice, and having a procured a cab he had them conveyed to а 
neighbour's house. He then came to the station-house, and when the 
charge was taking һе thought the inspector on duty appeared to sanction 
such an outrage on the liberty of the subject. Jn answer to the defendant, 
witness said he did not see him lay hands оп his wife, and he allowed her 
to go to the station in a cab, while witness sat on the box. Mr. Corder 
observed that of late cases of deserting children in the street were of fre- 
quent occurrence, іп consequence of which he apprehended the police 
were obliged to use the utmost precaution and require the parties to 
accompany him, and lay the charge before a superior officer in the usual 
way. Іп answer to further questions by the defendant, witness denied 
having said that his wife should not go to the station house unless It was 
distinctly understood she was in custody, nor did he see his wife bring the 
child to the defendant. Mrs. Hogg, who seemed in a very weakly вїа'е, 
said she was 10 the Strand at the time in question, and seeing the de- 
fendant on duty, she brought a little girl about five years old, who was 
crying at the corner of Essex Street, to him, saying, * Му good man, will 
‘ou take this child and find out where she lives?” to which he replied, 
No, madam, I shall not take the child, but I’lltake you.” She then said, 
“ My good man, what have I done that you should take те?” and he 
again replied, “ You аге my prisoner, and you must g0 with me to the 
station-house.” Witness asked, did ne suppose she wanied to take any- 
thing from the child, having four of her own with her, but he made no 
other reply than that she should go to the station-house, upon which her 
husband came ир. Cross-examined by the defendant: In the confusion 


afterwards, he might have said he would takecharge ofthe child if witness 
would accompany him tothe station. The child was dressed in black, and 
witness was also dressed partly in black. He might have also said, “ If 
you leave the child, you must consider yourself in my custody.” The de- 

fendant, addressing the magistrate, asked if a child, appearing under the 
protection of any person, were brought before him as being deserted, was 
he obliged to take a mere xssertion in such a case? Mr. Twyford said it 
was not his duty to give instructions to a constable on such a subject. ‘he 
defendant said he had acted under the impression that the child might 
have been under the protection of the person preferring the complaint. 
Mr. Twyford said it could scarcely be called a mistaken sense of duty, that 
because ап individual called the attention of a policemen to a westitute 
child, such person ought to be taken into custosy, and he wished to hear 
the opinien of Mr. Corder on the subject. Mr, Corder: Assuming that 
the child was deserted—. Мг. Twyford; No, no; itis given in evidence 
that the complainant was surrounded by her family. Mr. Corder: If she 
happened to be the parent of the child, the constable acted very properly.

Mr. Corder said he could state m ‘st remarkable 
cases of desertion where the parents appeared to be in very respectable 
circumstances. The defendant (appesling to Mr. Corder) ‘said he was 
told on former occasions by the Strand union authorities, if he brought 
another deserter to them he should be reported to the commissioners, un- 
less he also brought forward the parties concerned, and in the present case 
complainant brought the childto him:by the hand. Mr. Corder assured the 
court that cases came under his notice in which bribes to any extent had 
been offere | to screen the parties concerned. Mr. Twyford admitted that 
such might have een the case, but here the constable should have ascer- 
tained the address of the parties, and put himself in possession of ехегу- 
thing connected with them. Mr. John Kendrick, of Temple Street, 
Whitefria s, proved that he was returning home with his wife, when he 
saw a child, w thout hat or bonnet, apparently іп a bewildered state, which 
led him to conclude it was lost. Mrs. Hogg, with whom he was totally 
unacquainted, came up at the moment, and, after pointing it out to the de- 
fendant as lost, she was told she should go the station, which made her so 
agitated she could not reply. Мг. Hogg then drew the attention of the 
деѓепаапі to his wife’s situation, after telling him who he was, at the same 
time volunteering to go to the station instead of his wife, which the de- 
fendant refused. Witness also drew the defendant’s attention to the com- 
plainant’s situation, of which he took no notice, but his impression was, 
that the defendant considered he was doing his duty. Mr. Twyford said, 
if the case went before a jury, the excuse of a mistaken sense of du y would 
have very little avail, and as the case was of a novel nature, he would con 

sult the chief magis rate before he would give his decision. Mr. Hogg 
said, the subject seemed to involve a very extraordinary principle, and he 
thought it right, upon public grounds, to bring it before the court. The 
parties then left the court.

Mr. М. J. O'CONNELL presented seventy-five petitions from various 
parts of Ireland, in favour jof a repeal of the legislative union between 
England and Ireland. 

CoNTROVERTED ELECTIONS BILL.—Mr. [GREENE brought up the report 
upon this ВШ. On the motion that the amendments of the committee b+ 
agreed to, Mr. V. SMITH said this Bill contained the same error which 
pervaded all former Bills on this subject—namely, that of considering con- 
troverted elections as a matter between two contending parties, and not 
as a matter affecting the public generally. Не regretted that the number 
of Members on committees on controverted elections had been fixed at 
five. The amendments were then agreed to. 

SavinGs’ Banks Вил. — On the motion for going into committee оп 
this Bill, Мг. HUME complained that uniformity had not been observed in 
this Bill with respect to the payment of interest on deposits. He also 
complained that the original intention with respect to the establishment 
of savings’ banks had not been carried out. Savings’ banks were esta- 
blished for the benetit of the working classes, but persons of all descrip- 
tions had been allowed to become depositors in savings’ banks. — Mr. 
Darby thought this Bill would prove very beneficial. — The CHANCELLOR 
of the EXCHEQUER agreed in much that had fallen from the Honourable 
Member for Montrose, but it should be recollected that Parliament had 
not originated savings’ banks. It had, however, given encouragement to 
them when they were once formed, and had conferred upon them a degree 
of security which they hid not before possessed. Тһе ttight Honourable 
Gentleman went on to show, by documentary evidence, that the public 
was rather a gainer than a loser by the management at present adopted. 
He proposed to raise the maximum rate of interest from 2/. 158. as огі- 
ginally intended, to 3/.-- Мг. BRoTHERTON thought that every encourage- 
ment should be given to those establishments for the sake of the industrious 
labourers. — Mr. Divert thought that the savings’ banks were conducted 
on the whole, so as to give satisfaction. — Мг. LABOUCHERE approved on 
the whole of the principle of the Bill, and he agreed with the donourable 
Gentleman that the greatest credit was due to tne Right Honourable 
Gentleman for the attention which he had devoted to the subject. He 
thougnt that the raising of the rate of interest to 3/. would give general 
satisfaction. — On clause 1. being proposed, SIR Е. Соһевкоокв said it 
was considered that 10s. for the management was too much, and 5s. too 
little. He wished to know whether the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would not allow 3/. 65. 8d., that was 3/. for interest and 6s. 8d. for the ma- 
nagement ?— The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER said that they would 
regulate the rate of interest given by the savings’ bank, according to the 
general interest allowed by other general securities. He thought that 
31. 5s. was sufficient. — Mr. Hume thought the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer was quite right. He hoped he would not be induced to allow more 
than 34. 5s. — Sir T. D. ACLAND thought the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer ought to allow 3/. Os. 10d. as interest. — Mr. HUME was opposed to 
any maximum. He did not see why the banks should not pay 3/. 45 if 
they could afford it. — The Committee then divided, when there ap- 
peared — For the amendment, 20; against it, 51; majority, 31.— The re- 
maining clauses were agreed to; the House resumed, and the report was 
ord»red to be brought up on Monday. y 

New Wrir.— A new writ was ordered to be issued for the borough of 
Cirencester, in the room of T. Master, Esq., who had accepted the Chil- 
tern Hundreds. 

Books AND ENGRAVINGS Birt. — The House then went through Com.

Poor LAws.— COLONEL SIBTHORP gave notice that on Monday he 
should move that the salaries of the Poor Law Commissioners be reduced 
to 1000/. each, and that the salaries of Assistant Poor Law Commissioners 
to 4004. а. year each. — Sink JAMES GRAHAM then moved the third reading 
of the Poor Law Amendment Bill. — COLONEL SirTHORP rose to oppose 
the motion. — Мг. В. COCHRANE was glad to find that there were Hon, 
Members found to discuss this Bill, and propose amendments in it, not- 
withstanding the lateness of the period at which it had been brought for- 
ward, notwithstanding the disinclination of the Government to discuss the 
conoition of the poor of this country, and in spite-of the taunts and sneers 
thrown out by Hon. Members behind the Treasury benches against those 
who ventured to occupy the time of the House. — Mr. Hume thought that 
it was to be regretted that Hon. Members who talked of the prejuuaices of 
the people to this measure should in that House do all they could to fan 
that prejudice. He believed that the great cause of complaint in the mea- 
sure was, that its provisions were not properly carried out. — Mr. Harpy 
hailed the present measure with peculiar delight.

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THE GRAND AGRICULTURAL SHOW.—ANNUAL 
MEETING AND EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Southampton, Monday. 
Having come here to attend the annual meeting and exhibi- 


tion of the Royal Agricultural Society, I send you a brief 


account of the preparations which have been made for this 
great festival by the society, the good people of Southampton, 
and all those who for the попсе аге т :Кіпо it their interest to 
facilita‘e the interests and pleasures of others. 

And first (to begin with the beginning), the South Western 
Railway Company have provided special trains for the occa- 
sion, by which the visitor from London may be transported in 
a few hours to Southampton, through a country for the most 
part of great beauty, rich in historical associations, and abound- 
ing with interesting subjects of observation for the agriculturist, 
the man of science, or the traveller for pleasure. For the first 
thirty miles of the journey, however, excepting the market 
gardens between London and Kingston, the railway traverses a 
district of barren heath, the owners of which, it is devoutly to 
be wished, may attend the meetings of this society, and there 
acquire that knowledge of the marvellous transformations 
which science can effect when employed with enterprise and 
skill, of which apparently they are much in need. 

As the traveller enters the county of Hants, near Farn- 
borough sta‘ion, and traverses its mixed soils, he passes 
within about a mile of Basingstoke, the ruins of the celebrated 
Basing House, rebuilt by the first Marquis of Winchester, the 
“ willow,” who, during the troubled reigns of Henry VIIL, 
Edwaid VI., Mary, and Elizabeth, survived the political 
storms in which so many noble oaks perished. This, it will be 
remembered, was the house in which the old marquis not only 
roya'ly entertained Queen Elizabeth, but also enabled her to 
boast that “ she had done that in Hampshire that none of her 
ancestors ever did, neither that any prince in Christendom 
could do, which was, that in her subjects’ houses, during her 
progresses, she had entertained a royal ambassador (the Duke 
of Biron, with twenty French noblemen, and a retinue of some 
400 persons), and had royally entertained him.” This was also 
the house which John, the fifth marquis, so nobly and success- 
fully defended against the parliamentary forces for two years, 
until Cromwell arrived, and carried it by storm, and having 
obtained for his army “the good encouragement” of a booty 
valued at 200,000/., left it little more than a heap of ruins. 
But while thinking of ancient Joyalty and valour, the train 
hurries along beside the village of Basing, where Ethelred was 
defeated by the Danes, and probably received the wound which 
left the throne vacant for his successor and avenger, the great 
Alfred. Next we reach the Basingstoke station, on the right 
of which may be noticed the beautiful fragment of the “ Holy 


` Ghost Chapel,” erected by the first Lord Sondes in the reign 


of Henry VIITI., who established there a brotherhood. and en- 
dowed it with an estate for the instruction of youth, and main- 
tenance of a priest, to perform divine service. 

Passing Basingstoke, he traverses the great chalk formation 
and arrives at the ancient and renowned city of Winchester. 
Leaving this, the place of the coronation of the first English 
monarch, Egbert, the residence of Alfred, Canute, and Wil- 
liam the Conqueror; the burial-place of Rufus; the scene of 
the marriage of Philip and Mary, and of the trial of Raleigh, 
we come to the water meadows of the Itchen vallev (the account 
of which in the “ Annual Register” the farmer will fied ex- 
tremely interesting ); and, finally, passing a district of extremely 
beautiful scenery, arrive at the flourishing and handsome town 
of Southampton. 

The place of exhibition is about a mile and a half from the 


‘town, ata place called Portswood, and in a park belonging to 


the mansion of — Ram, Esq., now in the possession of Mr. 
Mott. Тһе road to it is extremely pleasant, passing by the 
Ordnance Survey Establishment, the infirmary on one side, 
and the celebrated Bevois Mount on the other, with a beautiful 
view of the railroad across the bay of the Itchen. The in- 
closure appropriated for the show comprises sixteen or eighteen 
acres, and is, of course, commodiously fitted up with sheds and 
pens for the implements and cattle. The former аге, 1 believe, 
about twenty in number, and are covered with canvass for 
protection from the heat and rain. There are also a number 
of offices for the judges, stewards, and other officers of the 
society. In order to facilitate the meetings of friends, this 
show-yard has been judiciously divided into compartments, 
which are arranged alphabetically. Тһе whole of these erec- 
tions, we understand, were made by Mr. Manning, of High 
Holborn, who has performed this service for the society on 
previous occasions. The task of general supervision and 
direction has been performed by Mr. Wright. But as yet 1 
have only had time to glance at these things, and will send you 
a more specified account hereafter. 

There have been some arrivals of cattle, among which I have 
seen a noble two year-old bull, and some short-horned heifers 
belonging to the Duke of Devonshire; three prime Негеѓогаѕ, 
two two-year-olds, а beautiful milch cow, and some splendid 
rams and shearling ewes of the Leicester breed, belonging to 
the Duke of Richmond; some heifers of Мг. С. Morgan’s; 
some prime Devon cows, heifers, апа yearlings, belonging to 
Mr. Turner, Axminster; also some fine sheep, belonging to 
Mr. Saintsbury, of West Lavington, W ilts, who carried off the 
first prize at Derby for the best Sou:hdown rams. Mr. 
William Hooper, of West Lavington; Mr. J. Bevan, Gore 
Farm, Wiits; Mr. L. Matson. of Collingborne, Wilts; and Mr. 
Harris, of Alton, have also some fine Southdowns for exhibi- 
tion. Mr. Curtis, of Basingstoke, has five capital stallions for 
competition; and, finally, here is a gigantic stallion, 19% hands 
high, which has attracted universal attention and admiration, 
Of course there is much other stock here weil worthy of atten- 
tion, but, at present, the names of the proprietcrs are unknown 
to me, : 

On Tuesday the Implement Show was opened to the public 
for the first time, and this show, and the public trial of imple- 
ments, were the chief attractions of the day. The number of 
persons present in the ground was not so great as on former 
occasions; indeed, by the numerous “ lodgings to let” which 
stare One in the face on every hand, it is clear that the town is 
by no means so full as was expected. The cattle show, how- 
ever, generally brings the largest number, and many аге de- 
terred from coming, in consequence of the reputation of the 
extravagant prices in demand here, a reputation fully justified 
by the reality, since it extends not only to lodgings, but to car 
hire, prices of provisions, &c., all of which have risen from 40 
to 100 percent. There was no dinner from the mayor to the 
council to-day, as has been usual on previous commemorations. 
This, 1 understand, 15 In Consequence of a resolution come to 
by the council о! the society last year at Derby. 

Тһе Duke of Cambridge is expected to-morrow by an early 
train; he will be received at the railway train by the local 
authorities, and with a royal salute, and is expected to break- 
fast with the mayor, Colonel Elenderson, where a party of 
leading agriculturists is invited to meet him, His Royal 
Highness is expected to return ошод the evening, after 
inspecting the show yards. Гһе Marquis of Conyngham en- 
tertains the Duke of Richmond.

THE IMPLEMENT SHOW. 

This show was opened to the public this morning (Tuesday) 
at the early hour of six o’clock. It is at Portswood, a beautiful 
village, about two miles from Southampton, rather an incon- 
venient distance for the visitors; but however disagreeable it 
may be to them, the coachmasters, omnibus, and car proprietors 
have not been heard to express the slightest objection. It 
covers an enormous extent of ground, equalled only by the 
cattle show yard which adjoins it, but which is not yet open. 
Though I confess it did not appear to me to be so extensive 
with regard to the number of implements exhibited as on for- 
mer occasions, yet 1 am assured that it is so, and probably this 
deceptive appearance шау be owing to the greater space of 
ground covered Ьу іє. The first impression was, that in the 
nature of the implements exhibited it was very much the same 
as at Derby and Bristol, with the exception that the steam- 
engine apparatus which attracted so much attention at the 
latter place has disappeared. Upon mo e minute inspection 
this impression was confirmed; but even an unscientific eye 
could not fail to be struck with the ingenious improvements 
and evident advance towards practical perfection in the manu- 
facture of implements which a few years back startled the 
spectator by their entire novelty of design. It is in this re- 
spect that the principal merit of this show consists. ‘There are 
but few entire novelties, but there is evident improvement in 
detail, and it is gratifying to find that this improvement arises 
from the circumstance of these various machines having been 
brought into practical operation. The meetings of the Society 
have, therefore, really had the effect, according to their motto, 
of uniting ‘ Practice with Science; ” and as the former has 
discovered imperfections, the exertions of the latter have been 
directed to remedy them. It would be well for some of our 
free-trading manufacturers, who deem that everything con- 
nected with agriculture is simple, and that ignorance and agri- 
cultural pursuits are identical, whilst they themselves mono- 
polise all the ingenuity of the country, if they were to pay a 
visit to this show-yard. ‘Chey wouiď then see that in its nu- 
merous scientific acquirements, and in the employment of every 
species of ingenuity, agriculture as far exceeds a cotton or a 
silk mill as it does in the superior importance of its produce, 
the numbers it employs, and the extent of ground which it 
covers with its operations. Although when 1 went through 
the yard the bulk of the company were drawn away to the 
public trial of implements at Swathling farm, 1 had rather an 
advantage, from being enabled better to witness the interest 
taken in the various machines by practical farmers, who listened 
to the exposition given by the inventors of the capabilities of 
their respective machines with the greatest attention, and occa- 
sionally making very shrewd remarks. Many orders for the 
different implements were received in the course of the day, 
and І am glad to find that the exhibitors, notwithstanding the 
great expense of bringing articles of such bulk from a con- 
siderable distance, generally realised a sufficient profit to en- 
courage them not merely to renew their visits but to stimulate 
their ingenuity. Still, amongst the immense number of ma- 
chines on the ground, it was obvious that there were many 
which were only remarkable as specimens of ingenuity, but 
which, from their cumbrous nature, their expense, and the 
difficulty of getting labourers to manage them properly, can 
never be brought into general use. ‘They frequently however 
serve to develop some new principle, which is ultimately 
adapted toa simpler form of machine, and is thus brought into 
ultimate operation, though not in the original shape. 1 regret 
to find also that these machines, the comparative disappear- 
ance of steam-engines for agricultural purposes to which 1 
have already alluded shows, is a proof that some of the antici- 
pations of the * economists” have failed; but 1 regret to hear 
that on the part of the agricultural labourers there exists a 
strong prejudice against the introduction of new machinery, 
under the impression that it supersedes manual labour. ‘This, 
though true with respect to manufactured fabrics, such as 
cotton and wool, is not true in respect to agricultural opera- 
tions. The machine may directly operate to diminish lavour 
in a particular department, but in the proper cultivation of a 
farm manual labour can never be superseded; and it is a fact 
that ın some of the farms where these implements are most in 
use, the greatest number of farming labourers are employed 
for the purpose of performing a series of operations which 
would never have been undertaken at all but for the advance 
of modern agricultural science, chemical and mechanical. 

The general arrangement of the yard was excellent, and the 
list of the prizes, which were decided upon last night ( Mon- 
day) by the judges was placed in the hands of every visitor, to- 
gether with the catalogue. In this respect there has been а 
great improvement on preceding years, when really it was an 
Herculean labcur to ascertain what the prizes were. ‘lhe 
p!incipal machines exhibited were ploughs, carts, and waggons, 
chaff and straw cu'ters, clod crushers, drills, harrows, horse 
hoes, mills, scarifiers, thrashing machines, rollers, tile machines, 
winnowing machines, churns, cheese pressers, rakes for corn 
and hay, dibbiing machines, cultivators’ draining tools, well 
and garden engines, gates, fences, hurdles, hariesses, grain 
bruisers’ hurdles, land and drill presses, haymaking machines, 
oil cake breakers, hummellers, land and drill pressers; racks, 
mangers, and cribs; pumps, reaping machines; rick stands, 
weighing machines; turnip cutting machines, wheels, odome- 
ters, forges, and a host of other implements too numerous to 
mention, ‘These are only the general heads, and each of these 
heads may be divided and sub-divided into numerous varieties. 
There was also an excellent contribution of seeds. The total 
number of agricultural implement makers exhibiting is ninety- 
seven, some of whose stands occupied a quarter of an acre; 
and as many as seventy or eighty specimens of different imple 
ments were to be found on different stands. ‘The carts this 
year attracted particular attention, and some of them were not 
only very ingenious but ‘remarkably elegant in form. The 
ploughs too were admirable, but they will be better treated of 
elsewhere. ‘The chaff cutters, mills, and tile-making machines, 
were also regarded with great interest; but where all deserves 
high praise, and is truly of great merit, it is almost invidious to 
particularise. The largest exhibitors were Messrs. ҮН 
Ewall, and Andrews, of Reading; Mr. E. Hill, Brierly Hi 
Works, Dudley; Mr. W. Cambridge, Market рй

The principal points of attraction were, of course, those 
spots where those of the prize implements were exhibited which 
меге not absent at Swathing Farm, of which I will proceed to 
give you as brief an account as may be intelligible; first pre- 
mising my regret, in common with many visitors, that arrange- 
ments had not been made to put into operation many ingenious 
Instruments which were on the Ground, and the full effect ot 
which could not be seen unless at work. This was particu- 
larly the case with the tilee-making machines, and, indeed, with 
most of the implements which could not be put into Operation 
by hand labour

Such are the implements which have obtained prizes at this 
exhibition, the detailed accounts of which L have thought may 
be useful, or at least interesting to your provincial readers. 
Uhe general result may, perhaps, be best given in the words of 
a gentleman who has attended every previous exhibition of this 
society. He says there are fewer novelties than usual, but 
great improvement in the details of implements which have 
been before exhibited, and certainly fewer steam-engines than 
he has seen on previous occasions. І subjoin an account of the 
trial of the implements, which will be found not the least inter- 
esting part of to-day’s communication. 


THE PUBLIC EXHIBITION OF THE WORKING OF THE IMPLEMENTS. 


This was the most interesting portion of the day's proceed- 
ings, and attracted universal attention. The time fixed for the 
public trial of the agricultural implements to take place was 12 
c’clock, but for some hours previous to tnat time the road lead- 
ing from Southampton to the trial ground was thronged with 
vehicles of every description, conveying the interested and 
curious to the appointed place, distant about four miles from 
Southampton, on the farm of Mr. С. Cater, at Swathling. 
Many thousand perons were on the ground, consisting of the 
agriculturists of Hampshire and the adjoining counties, as well 
as of numbers from the extreme western counties. The Queen, 
Brunswick, and two other steamers arrived in the morning from 
Piymouth and Cornwall full of passengers. All the steamers 
from the Isle of Wight were also fuil, notwithstanding many 
persons were prevented from coming in consequence of the 
races. Among the partivs on the ground we noticed most of 
the noblemen and gentlemen whose names we have already 
given—the landed proprietors of the county. Тһе test-trials, 
to determine the merits of the several implements, took place 
Monday and Saturday, but were strictly private, the public not 
being allowed to approach nearer than the outside of the fields 
in which the implements were tried. ‘These trials were con- 
ducted with great care and fairness, and even the exhibitors of 
the various implements were confined to the attendance upon 
their own implement, and were not allowed to inspect the work- 
ing of the others. ‘The judges were Mr. Outhwaite, of Cath- 
rich, Yorkshire, and ‘another gentleman, who conducted the 
proceedings most impartially, and in a manner which gave ge- 
neral satisfaction. ‘lhe implements selected for the public ex- 
hibition of their working were those previously selected for 
competition before the judges in the private trials, which had 
occupied the two previous days, those adapted for light land at 
Мг. Cater’s farm at Swathling, апа. those adapted for heavy 
land at Mr. Spooner’s at Eling. The field selected for the 
public trial to-day is a level one of considerable extent, adjoin- 
ing the railway, and is a clover ley, ‘The ground was not in 
good order for working, in consequence of its being unusually 
hard from the long drought. Precisely at 12 o'clock the 
ploughing-match commenced. ‘There were sixteen ploughs 
started, among which were two specimens of American ploughs, 
presented by Professor Col. The contrast between the work- 
ing of the trans- Atlantic ploughs and the English ones was 
most striking, and was the most perfect practical refutation tO 
to the self-congratulatory remarks of Daniel Webster, who, ОП 
his return from England, stated that he had not seen any im- 
plement in England worthy of comparison with those 0 
America. We particularly examined the work of these pioughss 
and compared with the level and accurate furrows made by the 
English plough, which appeared as though cut out of a plane, 
were Coarse, rough, and irregular. ‘I'he work of the competing 
ploughs, with the two exceptions we have alluded to, was gene- 
rally good, especially so, considering the state of the soil. One 4 
of the ploughs was а new implement made by Messrs. T., 
aud А Ransome, of Ipswich, and was in consequence of having 
а moveable nose-piece, which adjusted the pitch of the share 
either to take more or less hold о/ the ground, or laterally 10 
give It an inclination more ог less toward the land. ihis 
plough won the prize of 10/. and a silver medal in competing 
with the other as a heavy land plough; and also won the prize 


of 102. and a silver medal in its competition оп the light land. 
Another of the ploughs was also a new implement by the same 
exhibitors, the peculiar feature of which is that the mould board 
of this plough is adapted for turning furrows four and a half 
inches deep and nine inches wide, 50 as to leave the angle of 
the furr sw slice precisely at 45 degrees. 
There was another and a strong plough, by the same exhibit- 
ors, fitted for deep ploughing in tenacious land. 

‚Мт. Lowcock’s patent plough for laving furrows all in one 
; direction, and which was awarded a prize of 5/., was another of 
the competitors. The peculiar advantage in Lowcock’s patent 
plough is that its construction admits of turning and laying the 
Urrows all at the same angle, and in the same direction, to the 
right or left alternately, as it passes up or down the field — thus 
Combinin, the properties of the turn-rest plough with the ad- 
_ Vantage of retaining the curved form of mould board, as used 
Оп the most approved single ploughs. It is formed with two 
Shares, and the front curves of the mould boards are counter- 
Parts of each other; while the hinder curves of the mould- 
boards are formed by а fly, which, turning on а centre, alter- 
hately presents the continuation of the curve of either the right 
_ ог left mould-board, as required to be used. The handles are 
attached by a hinge on the centre of the plough, and are the 
Only parts which require to be shifted in transposing the di- 
rection of the plough. When the ploughman has completed 
the furrow turned to the right, he reverses the handles; at the 
Same time the draught chain, to which the horses are attached, 
is, by the act of their turning, carried on a rod to the opposite 
end of the plough. ‘The fly on the mould-board, by its own 
pressure against the soil, assumes its correct position, and the 
implement is at once in order for turning the furrow to the left 
Without further adjustment. 

An iron two-wheel pulverising plough, invented by William 
Mason, cons:ructed for a light soil, with the mould-board made 
to set wider or narrower, as required, and pulverising knives 
attached, for breaking up old pastures, strong soils, or land that 
requires harrowing and bringing to a fine tilth, was one of the 
ploughs tried; and the remaining others were — 

A one-wheel or swing plough, by Messrs. Tasker and Fowle, 
of Waterloo Iron Works, Andover, which may be used with or 
Without the skim coulter. 

An iron swing plough, by the Earl of Ducie, which obtained 
a prize of 5/. at the Royal Agricultural Society’s meeting at 
ristol. 

A two wheel wrought iron plough, with patent coulter, by 
Messrs. Sanders, Williams, and Taylor, of Bedford, which is 
fitted for wheel or swing plough, and is worked by two or four 
horses. 

A one-wheel plough, by Mr. Hugh Carson, of Warminster, 
Suited for light lands. 

A patent iron plough, for sand and other light Папа. It is 
made of iron (principally wrought). The peculiarities consist 
In the very taper and regular curve of the cutting and moving 
parts, i. е.) the share and furrow-turner, to which parts the in- 
Ventors have paid great attention, not only witha view to reduce 
the draught, but to make it suitable to as great a variety of soil 
as possible. A most simple method of instantly adjusting the 
couiter to the various positions required is applied, which is 
unusually secure when set; so much во that it has never been 
known to fail even on the strongest land. The coulter itself is 
made of wrought round iron, and takes its bearing оп a convex 
surface. It is fastened by two screw-eyes and nuts, one acting 
contrary to the other, giving it the motion to and from land; 
and by a nut and screw fixed to the clamp, upon which the 
convex bearing part is placed, the backward and forward motion 
is obtained, by which improvements much loss of time is pre- 
vented. Тһе share is fastened by a screw год, running down 
inside the frame, and turning into the share; so that it may be 
removed or rendered fast with the greatest ease and dispatch. 
l'he draught-chain being attached to the body or frame gives 
the plough in hard work a more even and steady movement, 
and removes all strain from the beam. ‘The two handles and 
beam are made in one piece, preventing the possibility of their 
Shaking loose, which is the case with most other iron ploughs. 
This latter improvement prevents the accumulation of soil in 
the hinder part of the plough, between the furrow turner and 

rame. Every part of this plough is so arranged that a common 
ploughman may take it to pieces and put it together, without 
the assistance of a mechanic. It can be worked either with or 
Without wheels, or with one wheel, as required. It has a broad 
Share to fit it for paring turf and stubbles. 

An iron plough, trussed beam, and steel breast, invented by 
Ransome, and manufactured by Messrs. Sims and Brown, of 
ГоПага Royal, Dorseishire. 

A one-wheel plough, invented by the exhibitors, Messrs. 
Barratt, Exhall, and Andrews, of Reading, which is filled with 
an open turn-furrow for ploughing loamy and other adhesive 
Soils, as it breaks the lower part of the furrow, and thus admits 
the air: this plough is extremely light, and has very great ease 
of draught. 

Immediately after the termination of the ploughing match, 
the other implements, consisting of drills, harrows, clod-crush- 
ers, and numerous other articles, were tried in an adjoining 
field, all of which seemed to excite general attention. 

Throughout the day the trains continued to bring in a great 
Number of cattle for the show on Thursday, as the exhibition 
of stock will of course be the next great point of attraction.

BANKRUPTCY OURT. — WhHoLrsate Fraups.—IN дЕ Повект Ban- 
мізтен. — Monday was fixed for the choice of assignees in the matter of 
this bankrupt, who had carried on business as a linendrap-r at Portsea, 
and whose brief career and flight from England exhibited the most extra- 
ordinary circumstances. It appeared that in the course of about ten 
weeks the bankrupt had contracted debts with some of the first houses in 
the trade in London, and with a few also at Manchester, to the amount of 
between 16,000/. and 17,00%. The mode of his conducting business during 
that short period was by selling at © reduced” prices (1. е. under cost 
prices) at Portsea, where he was supposed to have taken about 40/, a day. 
Other portions of the goods supplied to him having been consigned to the 
care of certain auctioneers in London, were subsequently disposed of, and 
the proceeds at once realised by the bankrupt. Another portion of the 
goods was also sent to a description of houses in the London trade, called 


|  slaughter-houses.” The bankrupt was last seen at Portsea by his ser- 


vants upon the 23d June last, when the business was carried on in the 
usual way. A few days subsequently, however, upon the receipt of an 
anonymous letter by one of the London credi‘ors, in which it was stated 
that * the bankrupt had bolted, and left the concern to take саге of itself,”

where he found the statement as contained in the letter to be the fact. 
Upon his return to London next morning a docket was struck against. the 
bankrupt, and іп the course of the same day the stock upon the premises, 
valued at about 4500/., was seized, as well as between 400/. and 5004. in 
cash from the wife of the bankrupt and another person connected with 
him. In consequence of subsequent exertions a further amount of pro- 

erty has been recovered to the extent of 5004. from various places where 
it had been deposited by the bankrupt. After he had left Portsea he was 
traced to Southampton, from which place it is believed he intended to 
proceed to France via Havre, but finding по boat going until the follow- 
ing Tuesday, he came on to London by the mail train, and proceeded to 


France by the way of Calais. On the 30th of June he returned to South- 
ampton, was іп London on the Ist of July, at Derby on the 2d July, and 
again in London on the 3d of the same month, where it was found that he 
had been at the Bank of England, changing their notes for gold. Оп the 
next day it further appeared that he had embarked on board a sailing 
vessel for Madeira, having been previously traced by Mr. Quilter through 
various routes to Paris and back again to London, under four different 
names. Upon these circumstances being stated by Mr. Reed, as solicitor 
to the fiat to Mr. Masterman, one of the members for the city of London, 
an immediate application was made to the Secretary of state for Foreign 
Affairs, and which having been endorsed by the learned Commissioner as 
a “ fit and proper case ” for the interference ot Lord Aberdeen, the noble 
earl’s sanction was at once obtained for the dispatch of a clerk from 
Measrs. Quilter and Ball’s, who sailed on the 17th inst., on board the

DREADFUL CASES OF MURDER UPON THE PRISONER'S OWN CONFESSION. — 
Eliza Joyce, ag-d 31, was charged with having in the October of 1841, at 
Boston, administered to one Emma Joyce a quantity of laudanum, with 
intent to kill and murder her. А second indictment charged her with 
having, in the month of January, 1842, administered also a quantity of 
poison to Ann Joyce, with intent to kill and murder her. The prisoner 
was tried at the last spring assizes for the murder of one of the children 
of her husband by a former wife; but owing, however, to some defect in 
the proof, was acquitted. So strong, however, was the impression on the 
mind of her husband of her guilt, that he refused to live with her, and she 
went to the Boston union, where, being attacked with a severe fit of ill- 
ness, she confessed to having murdered the two children mentioned in 
the indictment. То one, which was three years old, she was step-mother 5 
the other, which was 18 months old, was her own offspring. The wretched 
woman was habited in deep mourning, and as she appeared in the dock 
was evidently suffering acutely, both in body and mind. She was obliged 
to be accommodated with a chair. Having pleaded guilty to the charges 
against her, the learned judge, in passing sentence, observed the present 
was one of the most distressing cases it had been his lot to witness since 
he had sat upon the bench. By her own confessions she had 101 only 
destroyed the life of an infant to whom she was bound to have been a pro- 
tector, but she had not hesitated to sacrifice the offspring of her own 
womb, and that without any conceivable reason. He could bsid out no 
hopes of mercy to h-r in this life, she must therefore prepare to me't her 
God. Mr. Justice Coltman then passed upon the prisoner the last sad 
sentince of the law that she be hung, nothing being audible beyond the 
judge’s voice but the sobs of the guilty woman in the dock.

On Monday the above fine vessel, commanded by a vice- 
admiral, came to anchor off the Custom House, Gravesend. 
On Tuesday morning, at four o’clock, several boats, containing 
eighty boxes, bound with red tape, and impressed with the | 
Custom House seal, were landed at the wharf, and immediately 
packed in three uncovered light waggons, drawn each by four 
-horses, furnished by the landlord of the Falcon Inn, Gravesend. 
Shortly before five o’clock a Russian non-commissioned officer 
and several soldiers entered the waggons, together with a police- 
constable from the Metropolitan force in each waggon, the 
whole being under the charge of acting Inspector ‘Taylor, of 
the A division, The escort started, followed by the Russian 
consul-general, the Chevalier Benkhausen, and some Russian 
officers, and the chief officer of customs at Gravesend, in two 
carriages. From the weight of the boxes, the waggons did not 
reach Blackheath until nine o’clock. They halted until half- 
past nine, and then went forward, escorted by some mounted 
police of the Greenwich, ог R division, to the Bank of. Eng- 
land, which they reached at half-past ten o’clock, and entered 
the north gate of that establishment. ‘The packages were then 
taken from the waggons, and sealed in the presence of: the 
principal officer of customs. The whole of the valuable pro- 
perty contained in wooden boxes weighed just six tons, and:

THE HYGEIAN OR MORISONIAN SYSTEM OF MEDICINE. 
(Continued from page 47.) 


, But why dwell on its importance. If there is а man before whom the subject 
is presented, who can view it with indifference, that man is regardless of the con- 
dition of the most interesting, because the most miserable, department of his 
kind. He has the form, but deserves not the name of man. The su perlative im- 
portance of а true knowledge of the healing art being established, let us try and 
ascertain what it is. But perhaps we may be assisted in drawing our conclusions, 
and be enabled to convey correct notions to the minds of our readers in a more 
forcible manner, if we inquire first, what it is not. First, then, Anatomy or Dis- 
section has not the most distant connexion with the true science of Medicine. 
Though aman were made acquainted with every bone, muscle, and nerve be- 
longing to the body, though he were taught to call every one of them by a certain 
Latin name, though he were instructed in the various functions and uses of each, 
though it might require a long time before he could converse freely with his fel- 
low-students and speak of every part of the human structure, and every part of 
that part in what may be called scientific language, what has this knowledge con- 
ferred on him? Does he know any better how to cure disease by all this labour 
and mental exertion? Ате any, through the force of custom, inclined to answer 
in the affirmative ? Let them pause and consider to what absurdity such an an- 
swer leads. We will ask another question which may tend to open their eyes. 
Do they who dissect the bodies of cattle much oftener than Doctors do the bodies 
of human beings, know much better -how to cure diseased cattle than Doctors 
know how to cure diseased men ? Merciful heaven ! when will the people oven 
their eyes to see how monstrously they have been gulled ? Who does not sec that 
to dissect a dead body, and to cure a living one, are occupations as distinct from 
each other as is the trade of a blacksmith from that of a silk-weaver. But it may 
be said, that those who dissect the human body ought not to be placed in juxta- 
position with those who dissect cattle. The latter class of dissectors do во to sell 
their subjects as an article of food, but the former to acquaint themselves with the 
various diseases to which man is liable, and to qualify themselves for surgical 
operations. "Го such a plea, in behalf of cutting dead bodies to pieces, we remark, 
if disease is contemplated іп its cause, man is not liabie to various diseases—but 
only to one, viz. an impurity in the blood ; on the other hand, those who are de- 
termined to attend to its effects, and vary their treatment as these effects vary, 
may save themselves the trouble, because they are innumerable, ever changing, 
and continually presenting new appearances, exciting new and often contradic- 
tory feelings, befooling all that man can pretend to teach, and rendering the Me- 
dical Ignoramus, in his attempts to foliow them with his different prescriptions, 
ridiculous. ‘The task is therefore vain, and the object in view never to be at- 
tained by the disgusting work of dissecting putrid carcases. Уу 

‘Co arrive at true medical knowledge is to discover an indisputable principle, by 
which the cause of every feciing of disease is known, and along with that discovery, 
to be able to administer a Medicine tending to remove that cause. rnis: and no- 
thing but this, is true medical knowledge. In the dissecting of the dead, it is true, 
some of the effects of disease сап be seen, but the cause which produced them іп 
the subject white living, having performed the work of death, gm invisible, 
is shrouded in darkness, and bids defiance for ever to all the researches of man. 
But though it were even possible to discover the true cause of disease іп a dead

subject, nay, though that cause could then 1 А, 
moval produce? Would it bring the breathless frame to life again ? No. And 
what good would its removal from the dend do to the living ? „Could Doctors 
adopt the same method in removing the cause of disente rom him ? If they could 
not, what then is the use of dissection ? If, even on the supposition that the in- 
decent exposure, and rude mangling of the human body, were to disclose the cause 
of disease, unless at the same time it were also to make known the proper method 
of curing the living, we again ask, what is its use? But as we have seen that 
such soul-harrowing, disgraceful employment can procure no information on the 
subject, either as to the cause or the cure, our assertion holds good, that such a 
practice has no connection with the true knowledge of Medicine. у 

But a few words now on the Surgical department of what is called the science of 
Medicine. Surgery is defined “ The art that teaches the cure of Diseases by ma- 
nual operations.” We define true Medical knowledge as an art that teaches the 
cure of disease іп a superior way ; во very much superior, indeed, is this last to 
that of surgery, that we believe that when it becomes to be generally known and 
properly acted upon, the calls for the surgeon will be few and far between. In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, eyen of the severest sort, it will then be known 
that the injured person will have the fairest chance to recover who steers clear of 
coming in contact with surgical instruments. And when on a transient occasion 
it might be neccessary to amputate a member—for it js very questionable, were 
proper medicines administered in proper quantities, if ever dismemberment would 
be requisite to preserve life—on such an occasion the Process is not so difficult but 

ersons could be found expert enough to accomplish the work, with as much cau- 
tion, and, as to the cutting department, with more expedition ‘and dexterity, than 
most surgeons are capable of. An individual with whom we were acquainted a 
wright by trade, who in consequence of a hurt had his leg amputated, declared 
that the operator was a complete bungler. Ie said he told the Doctor at the time 
that he could not handle a saw ; and that had one of his own craftsmen been the 
operator, he would have been saved a vast deal of protracted agony. This story 
carries truth on its front ; for although Doctors saw many human bones.to pieces 
that ought to be kept whole, the Mechanic, in the daily practice of using that in- 
strument (the saw), must be allowed to use it to better purpose than the best of 
surgeons. If, therefore, the art of surgery does not impart to its professor the true 
knowledge of Medicine, would it not be a matter wort hy of the serious consider- 
ation of Surgeons, whether or not such Mechanics as these might be identified 
with them. Were this “to be allowed, they would doubtless form an important 
branch of that honourable body. The propricty of such a connection in these 
days would at least be equal to that of connecting Medicine with Beard-Shaving 
and Iair-Dressing in days of old !
